The latest poll, made by newspa- 
per men and not by on 
the issue, shows 38 Senators for the 
plan, 37 against it and 21 non-com- 
mittal. Of the 96 Senators, 72 are 
lawyers, and among the remainder 
are business men, farmers, news- 
paper publishers, teachers, insur- 
ance men, a dentist, and a wife of 
a former Senator. 

Of the 38 Senators listed for the 
President's schemie, 32 are lawyers, 
3 are teachers, one is a farmer and 
two, Senators La Follette of Wis- 
consin and Guffey of Pennsylvania, 
have been closely allied with poli- 
tics all their lives. The proportion 
of lawyers; in this group, 32 or 38, 
is at great variance with the Amer- 
ican Bar Association poll of its 
members which showed 6-to-1 sen- 
timent against the President. In 
other words, if the Bar Association 
poll is a correct gauge of the atti- 
tude of all lawyers of the country, 
the 32 Senators represént the min- 
ority of their profession. 

Analysis of the opposition to the 
President’s plan discloses that of 
the 37 Senators, only 22 ‘are law- 
vers and the remaining 15 are di- 
vided as follows:

WASHINGTON, March 18-—A 
threat dy a high official of the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., td 
move al] the company’s plants into 
the “deep South,” and transfer its 
offices to Engiand, to avoid labor 
troubles, was described at today’s 
session of the Senate Civil Liber- 
ties Committee. The threat was 
attributed to Clifton Slusser, Good- 
year vice-president, by two officials 
of the United Rubber Workers’ Un- 
ion, William H. Ricketts and George 


Hull. 

Explaining the company’s prefer- 
ence for the “deep South,” John H. 
Dalrymple, president of the United 
Rubber Workers, told of being se- 
verely beaten and driven out of 
town when he attempted to address 
a union meeting at Gadsden, Ala., 
where Goodyear has a large plant. 
The incident occurred last June. 


Union Head Arrested. 


Dalrymple testified the Gadsden 
Chief of Police told him that E. L. 
Gray, president of the local union, 
was under arrest for distributing 
copies of the Rubber Worker, the 
union paper, and added: 

“We don’t intend to allow any lit- 
erature that will cause trouble here. 
I missed my vacation last year be- 
cause of labor trouble, and I don’t 
intend to miss it this year.” 

Dalrymple obtained Gray’s re- 
lease, and that night the union 


> held a meeting. After it was called 


to order, he went on, a squad of 
men carrying sacks, entered,, and 
fook seats in the rear. They were 
identified as members of Good- 
year’s flying squadron. , 

As Dalrymple started to speak, 
one of them shouted: “Who the hell 
sent for you?” Dalrymple replied 
that the local union sent for him. 

Police Ignored Disturbers. 


“I started to go on,” he con- 
tinued, “and the eggs began to fly. 
In a minute the police came in. 
They ignored the gang that was 
causing the trouble, and started to 
search the union men. 

“One of them called me a name, 
and another hit me in the back of 
the head. The sheriff rushed up 
to me, and told me I had better 
break up the meeting. I said it 
was already broken up. He said: 

Tou come along with me.’ As 
he was taking me out, I told him: 
“ ‘Sheriff, I think you're leading me 
out into a mob.’ He said: ‘Oh, 
you'll be all right.’ 

“When we got out into the street, 
somebody grabbed my hands and 
pulled them behind my back. My 
glasses had been knocked off. They 
beat me all around the head.” 

Warned to Leave Town. | 

“What was the Sheriff doing all 
this time?” La Follette asked.

Edward Ledlow of Birmingham, 
a former Goodyear employe at 
Gadsden, told the committee he 
attended the union meeting at 
which Dalrymple said he was at- 
tacked.

House, an organizer for the 
United Rubber Workers, said he 
was a member of a Goodyear fly- 
ing squadron. He reported he was 
required to make monthly» reports 
on general plant ‘conditions and 
sentiment in the plant. 


Driven Out of Town. 


House went to Gadsden in June, 
1936, as an organizer for the rubber 
workers, he told the committee, and 
was at union headquarters when it 
was besieged by a Gadsden “mob,” 
June 25. He testified efforts were 
made to obtain police aid when 
the crowd began gathering, but 
none was provided. 

An hour after the crowd formed, 
he said, it attempted to batter 
down a barred door. Someone, he 
continued, threw a brick, and mem- 
bers of the crowd shouted for 
House and union officers to leave 
town. 

Finally, House related, 12 or 15 
of the crowd, some armed, gained 
entrance and beat him and other 
union officers with fists and clubs. 

House said he escaped outside 
and the crowd pushed him toward 
the police station. Two police were 
standing on the corner, he added, 
and they took him to the police sta- 
tion. Other officers were taken to 
the station later, he said, 

The police took the union men to 
a hotel, House went on, but a crowd 
had formed in front of the. build- 
ing and they finally. were taken to 
a nearby town without being per- 
mitted to.go to their rooms.

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, who contends a _ constitu- 
tional amendment is the only way 
to limit the court’s powers, said:

as well as Justices Brandeis and 
Stone, but, of course, they have 
picked out only sentiments to suit 
their purpose. 

“Why shouldn’t the country have 
the benefit of their opinions from 
the Justices themselves about the 
problems confronting us and how 
they should be met?” 

Declaring his views “have been 
almost entirely in line with those 
of the liberal group on the court,” 
Wheeler said he believed the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee should 
hear both from conservative and 
liberal Justices. . 

Opponents, it was learned, have 
approached at least three Justices 
on the question of testifying. 

Chairman Ashurst (Dem.), Ari- 
zona, said any Justice who wished 
to be heard would be given the op- 
portunity, and that any committee 
member could invite members of 
the court to speak for or against 
the measure. | 

The possibility’ of Justices testi- 
fying, perhaps next week, was 
raised by the unexpected: speech 
Tuesday night of Justice McRey- 
nolds at a fraternity banquet. While 
he did not mention the issue, he 
left no doubt among the adminis- 
tration opponents that he would 
side with them, in case he should 
agree to state his position as a 
witness. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
who heard McReynolds, was one of 
the Judiciary, Committee members 
hoping that attempts to obtain the 
Justices’ consent to appear would 
be successful.

Letter of Protest Signed by 12 Per- 
sons Received by Prosecutor. 

A letter signed by 12 persons, 
protesting the grand jury's failure 
to indict Bradford Shinkle Jr., was 
received today by Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller. Copies were sent 
to Mayor Dickmann and to news- 
papers. The letter follows: 

“after having read in the press 
about the Brad Shinkle case, we 
consider it our civic duty to voice 
our opinion regarding it. It appears 
as though the wealthy can do as 
they please, including killing peo- 
ple, and then use their influence 
and money even over the courts to 
nullify the consequences. Money 
can do a great deal of good as well 
as bad, but public indignation and 
an aroused public is more power- 
ful by far than money. 

„It the wealthy do not have to 
obey the laws, or can avoid the 
consequences subsequent to dis- 
obeyance, how can the general 
public be expected to do otherwise? 
And, what is equally important— 
how can you expect jurors to ren- 
der proper verdicts against the 
general public with rank cases of 
this kind in their memory? 

“We recall the case of the 
wealthy distiller who murdered a 
Pullman conductor as the train was 
leaving St. Louis, and the beliboy 
who was murdered. Wealth appar- 
ently influenced these cases, too. 

“Therefore, we, as pedestrians 
and drivers, citizens and taxpayers, 
who must use, and are entitled to 
the use of the streets, demand pro- 
tection from such as Shinkle, and 
further demand that his case be 
reopened and. brought out into the 
light. 

“Yours in the interest of justice.”

A sit-down strike at the Sterling 
Steel Casting Co., Falling Springs 
avenue and the Alton & Southern 
Railroad tracks, East St. Louis, was 
averted last night when the com- 
pany granted wage increases and 
shorter hours to 100 members of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers, affiliated 
with the John L: Lewis Committee 
for Industrial Organization. 

The steel workers remained in 
the plant at the close of the work 


day yesterday, leaving only when an 


agreement was reached at 11:30 p.

John Doherty, field representative 
of the Steel Workers Organizing 
Committee, said wage rates of 40 to 
50 cents an hour were increased 9 
cents; 50 to 60 cents were increased

PITTSBURGH, March 18.—Five 
of the largest producing units of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
signed contracts last night with 
union followers of John L. Lewis

The contracts supplement the one 
of March 2 in which the Carnege- 
Tilinois Steel Corporation recog- 
nized the right of the Steel Work- 
ers’ Organizing Committee, an af- 
filiate of the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization, to deal with the 


They provided that differences 
arising between now and next 
March 1 should be taken up with- 
out cessation of work, with the 
fina] decision, if an agreement was 
not reached, to rest with an umpire 
named by the company and union. 

The companies agreed to recog- 
nize seniority rights in all cases of 
promotion or increase, or decrease 
of forces, with brief reservations; 
granted a week’s vacation with pay 
for all employes with five or more 
years’ service and promised to rein- 
state any union member with full 
pay where it has been decided an 
injustice was done the worker. 

Signers of Agreement. 

Benjamin F. Fairless, president 
of Carhegie-Illinois, which employs 
120,000, signed first. Others sign-

The strike call, issued by the

The strike announcement called 
on the Government to arrest. Col. 
Francois de la Rocque, leader of 
the Social Party, the former Croix 
de Feu, whose foilowers were in- 
volved in the Clichy fighting.

TWENTY CABS UPSET. 


1200 Men Fight Police — 
Working Drivers Slugged 
and Machines Stoned. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, March 18.—A shouting 
mob of 1200 men marched through 
the Loop yesterday, upsetting taxi- 
cabs, throwing stones and wielding 
fists and clubs, in a St. Patrick’s 
day taxicab strike demonstration. 
The men fougit off foot and mount- 
ed police as they proceeded. 

Twenty cabs were upset in the 
streets. Drivers were beaten and 
their machines were showered with 
rocks. Several were set afire. 

Two shots were fired. A half- 
dozen working chauffeurs, two pe- 
destrians and a passenger were in- 
jured. Twenty-seven men were ar- 
rested. 

Police reserves ended the fight, 
after officers already on the scene 
had struggled against.the combat- 
ants for more than an hour.

“But let no one make the mis- 
take, because this proposal may be 
ill-advised, of concluding that there 
is no problem and that the factors 
which have given rise to this meas- 
ure will cease to agitate. The fact 
is that the irritation between the 
Executive and Congress on the one 
hand and the Supreme Court on the 
other will increase unless remedial 
action is taken soon. This would 
seem to be clear from an observa- 
tion of the trend of the holdings of 
the Supreme Court. 

“Before the Civil War there were 
but two instances in which the 
Court declared acts of ‘Congress in- 
valid. Since then there has been 
a gradual acceleration of these de- 
cisions, with a rapid increase in 
the last few years—thirty-five since 
1920, and 13 in the last three years, 
What is more, we have before us 
the spectacle of an executive and a 
Congress committed to a program 
of social legislation. Also we must 
not overlook the significant fact 
that the policies of this executive 
and this Congress have just been 
indorsed by a popular vote of un- 
paralelled proportions. Whatever 
our views on the merit of these 
policies may be, we should draw 
our lesson from this experience, We

equitable distribution of State school 
funds to St. Louis, Kansas City and 
other centers of population, which 
pay a greater proportion of State 
taxes than they receive in the 
school fund apportionment, was per- 
fected this afternoon by the House, 
without a record vote. 0 

perfection of the bill, which in- 
yolved a compromise agreement, 
followed a day and a half of wran- 
gling over the often revived city- 
country issue of the centers of pop- 
ulation paying the bulk of the State 
taxes but receiving a minimum of 
benefits in distribution of State 
funds. 

The bill, by Representative V E. 
Phillips of Kansas City, would set 
aside 15 per cent of all money paid 
into the State school funds as a spe- 
cial school tax relief fund. This 
tax relief fund would be appor- 
tioned annually among all school 
district in the State which levy a 
school tax in excess of 65. cents 
on the $100 assessed valuation, con- 
ditional on the district making a 
corresponding reduction in their tax 
rates. 

Phillips’ bill originally provided 
12% per cent of the school fund 
should be placed in the special tax 
relief fund, but this was amended 
yesterday by Representative E. J. 
Keating of Kanzas City to fix the 
amount set aside at 20 per cent.

Frank M. Gould's American- 
pred What Have You, which will 
carry 159 pounds, third highest, in 
the probable starting field of 33, at- 
tracted special attention as he 
sailed over a half dozen hedges in 
g spirited workout. He did not ap- 
pear to be bothered by the soggy 
turf which was soaked by another 
pight-long rain. 

In spite of all evidence to the con- 
trary, the experts were pretty well 
agreed today that Golden Miller 
would go to the post as a slight fa- 
vorite in the betting in tomorrow’s 
ninety-ninth running of the Grand 
National Steeplechase. 

Although tips on “sure things” 
were heard from end to end of the 
famous course, and all over En- 
gland, for that matter, the “Miller,” 
still regarded as the best steeple- 
chaser in the business in spite of 
the terrific kicking around he has 
given his backers in the last two 
years, loomed as the No. 1 choice. 

The final choice in the betting 
probably will be made after the last 
callover in London tonight, with 
Ego and Royal Mail, the recent fa- 
vorite, still getting plenty of atten- 
tion, but Dorothy Paget’s ten-year-

33 Horses to Start. 

Most of the 33 horses in the field 
were arriving or en rqute today as 
a crowd of half a million or more, 
including King George and Queen 
Elizabeth, began gathering for this 
afternoon's opening of the Aintree 
meet. 

The big race tomorrow was con- 
sidered more interesting than it 
seemed a week ago, when Golden 
Miller, and the recent favorite, V. 
Smith’s Ready Cash, were uncertain 
starters. Cancellation of the Chel- 
tenham gold cup race made Golden 
Miller sure to go postward, while 
Ready Cash gradually has been 
coming back to favor. 


Ego Rated as Sure Footed. 

With Reynoldstown, winner the 
last two years, out of this year’s 
running, the Miller again took over 
the major portion of the conversa- 
tion. But Ego, Don Bradman, the 
American-owned Delaneige and 
Puckabelle also were being rated. 
Ego particularly was liked by some 
who pointed out he was one of the 
surest-footed horses in the field, 
and that ability to keep right side 
up was going to be at a premium 
in the slippery going. 

The presence of the King and 
Queen was attracting even more at- 
tention to the race than ordinarily. 
King George V last made the event 
& Royal Grand National ten years 
ago when he sat in Lord Derby’s 
Private box, the same box which 
will hold the rulers tomorrow. 

Among the American-owned 
horses in the race, Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark’s Flying Minutes, a son of 
Flying Ebony, Kentuéky Derby

Since the inception of the Na- 
tional Challenge Cup Competition, 
in the season 1913-14, St. Louis has 
advanced as far as the Western di- 
vision final 15 times and has placed 
a club in the grand final 12 times.

From across the canal the Czar 
Nicholas I sent a message to the 
dying poet, in which, according to 
eyewitnesses, he said: 


“Dear friend Alexander Sergeie- 
vitch, if it is not destined that we 
shall meet again in this world, 
know that I have forgiven you; and 
take my last advice: try to die a 
Christian. Do not trouble about 
your wife and children, I shall take 
care of them.” 


The note is a monument of false 
piety and does not dispel the 
rumors of the Emperor’s responsi- 
bility for the mental anguish which 
during the last months of his life 
made of Pushkin a desperate man. 
Lermontov, who four years later, 
at the age of 27, was to be killed 
in a duel himself, wrote in his 
“Ode on the Death of Pushkin” the 
most powerful piece of political in- 
vective in the Russian language, for 
which he was exiled to the Cau- 
casus: 

“The Poet is dead. The prisoner 
of his honor, he has fallen, 
slandered by rumor. With a bullet 
in his breast, and thirsting for re- 
venge, his proud head drooped, The 
shame ef petty insult was more 
than the poet’s heart could bear. 
Alone, as always, he rose against 
society; and now he is dead. Killed!

What use is all the sobbing, and 


inexhaustible interest in everything, 
and probably knew more about 
European literature than any Rus- 
sian of his day. With serene sym- 
pathy and comprehension, but with- 
out any excess of psychology, he 
created his greatest characters, his 
Onegin, his Lensky, his Tatiana— 
and if these characters in “Onegin”

cupies the central place in Push- 
kin’s work.: It is a masterpiece of 
poetic vitality and verbal felicity. 
The four-foot iambics run on 
smoothly and lightly over their 200 
pages, with lyrical digressions of 
beauty, with descrip- 
tions of the Russian countryside, 
and with playful reflections on con- 
temporary life. His verse here, as 
elsewhere, is never ornate; the 
words are simple; and yet, trans- 
lated into prose, they are just— 
prose. The magic of the the poetic 
texture is lost. “Onegin” provides 
examples of many sidés of Push- 
kin’s genius, but not of all. Some of 
his love lyrics have a deeper hue of 
emotion, and in the “Bronze Horse- 
man,” that seemingly simple story 
of the little Government clerk 
whose girl was drowned in the St. 
Petersburg floods of November, 
1824, and who, going mad, hurls his 
accusations at the statue of Peter 
the Great, the builder of the new 
capital, Pushkin rises to the heights 
of symbolic vision. The poor man 
was pursued by the Emperor's 
bronze statue, clattering like thun- 
der along the deserted moonlit 
streets, is described in lines of 
ecstatic power. 

It is no easier to review all Push- 
kin’s works in a short article than 
it would be to “review” Shake- 
speare.

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cent research tends to show that 
she may have been, and that the 
suspicion preyed on Pushkin’s 
mind. His greatest hope was to 
escape from St. Petersburg, but the 
Court and his family affairs held 
him in their snare. “Evenly beats 
his empty heart,” Lermontov wrote 
of Danthes, “and his hand will not 
shake.” 

“It is to be wondered at? From 
afar, like hundreds of other 
refugees, he came to our country 
in search of fortune and honors. 
With arrogant laughter he dispised 
the laws and customs of a. foreign 
land. He could not spare us our 
glory, for how could he under- 
stand, at that deadly moment, 
what his pistol was aiming it?” 

It is desperately difficult to ex- 
plain to readers not knowing Rus- 
sian the greatness of Pushkin, for 
‘most of his poetry is untranslat- 
able. They must, as it were, be 
asked to take his greatness for 
granted. There had been poets in 
Russia for a century before Push- 
kin, even great poets like Derz- 
havin, the Poet Laureate of Cather- 
ine the Great, and Pushkin was not 
born in a literary vacuum or in a 
society without literary traditions. 
But he alone became the national 
poet of Russia, and for over a cen- 
tury he has dominated the minds 
of his countrymen more perhaps 
than any single poet in the litera- 
ture of the world. Strange as it 
may seem to non-Russians, he re- 
mained the great national poet of 
Russia, although he was. essentially 
different from what they usually 
associate with the. Russian genius; 
introspection, brooding, and “glori- 
ous misery,” as “Punch” once said 
about a Tchekov play. Pushkin 
was Apollonian, more akin to a 
Western European outlook than 
any of the other great Russians, 
He had a serene love of life and an 
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and if there are elser affinities be- 
tween Pushkin and the later Byron 
—the Byron of Don Juan”—it was 
because the roots of both lay deep 
in the eighteenth century tradition. 
But there was a difference: Push- 
kin’s irony was far gentler and 
more human than Byron’s, and the 
quality of his verse incomparably 
higher than the untidy octaves of 
“Don Juan.” Pushkin himself wrote 
in octaves only once, in “The Little 
House of Kolomna,” a humorous 
trifle, but valuable for its first part, 
a sort of playful “Ars Poetica.” He 
took Shakespeare more seriously 
than Byron, and “Boris Godunov,” 
an uneven work, marred by melo- 
dramatic crudities, and some pas- 
sages of maudlin patriotic senti- 
ment, is closely modeled in its 
technique on Shakespeares his- 
tories. Far greater, as a blank- 
verse dramatist are his “Little 
Tragedies,” like “The Miserly 
Knight” and “Mozart and Salieri,” 
where a whole Shakespearean trag- 
edy, in the true sense of the word, 
is concentrated into a few hundred 
lines spoken by two or three char- 
acters. He was also keenly inter- 
ested in Russian folklore and his 
folk-tales in verse are the best 
things of their kind though more 
artificial than his unfinished play 
“Rusalka” The Mermaid“). 

* Place in Literature. 

His prose works, which alone are 
fairly well known outside Russia, 
have, with the exception of his 
strange “Queen of Spades,” been 
sometimes overrated. His histori- 
cal novel “The Captain’s Daughter” 
is remarkable for its crisp, pure, 
almost naked prose narrative; it is. 
like a Waverley Novel condensed 
into 200 pages; but the psychology 
is no more complex than Scott’s. 
Like “Onegin,” it had an influence 
on Leo Tolstoy, especially the early 
Tolstoy; but what began the great 
tradition of the Russian nineteenth- 
century novel was not Pushkin’s 
prose, but Lermontoff’s “Hero of 
Our Times” (1841), with its infin- 
itely more subtle characterization, 
and a prose style of equal purity, 
but of greater richness and sugges- 
tiveness. It is strange that, in spite 
of Pushkin's immense popularity 
for over a century and the capital 
role he played in perfecting the 
literary language and in setting 
the standard of literary taste, Rus- 
sian literature should not, in the 
main, have followed him. It was 
more tormented, more philosophical 
in its attitude of life, and Pushkin’s 
poetic disciples, like Alexei Tolstoy 
(1818-75), were little more than pale 
imitations of their master. How

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MARRIAGE LICENSE 
CLERK UNDER FIRE 


Charged With Holding Up 
Lists to Aid Photographer 
in. Getting Business.

Any “unsavory and unethical 
practices” in the office of the mar- 
riage license clerk will be curbed, 
Recorder of Deeds John P. English 
has notified the Professional Por- 
trait Photographers’ Association of 
Greater St. Louis, in reply tothe as- 
sociation’s protest that one photo- 
graphic studio was being favored 
with early information of the issu- 
ance of marriage licenses. 

A letter from English containing 
Nele 
sociation’s monthly meeting at a 
restaurant Tuesday, it was an- 
nounced by Wallace T. Schindler, 
president. Englisn declared in the 
letter that he was investigating the 
complaint and would do his utmost 
to co-operate for fair dealing. 

Schindler said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the English letter was 
in response to one from the asso- 
ciation, written Feb. 24, in which 
the organization said favoritism 
was being shown the Block Bros. 
studio, 3617 Grandel square, and 
demanded definite action to stop it. 

“Publication Lists Held Up.” 

“listing of marriage licenses as 
given to the newspapers has been 
running three or four days after 
the issuance, instead of the next 
day,” Schindler asserted. “Seeming- 
ly this one photographer had the 
inside information, for we found 
that by the time a couple got home 
after obtaining a license a Block 
Bros. salesman would be at their 
door or on the telephone, soliciting 
them to have pictures made. 

“Two years ago a committee of 
our association protested about 
Block Bros. having a representa- 
tive in the license clerk’s office and 
that was stopped. About a year 
ago we made a protest about Block 
Bros.’ advantage and the delay in 
publication of licenses. “English 
said then an investigation would be 
made, but nothing came of it, so 
we complained again.”

He declared that he 
had no agreement with any pho- 
tographer, that he received noth- 
ing in connection with issuance of 
licenses, except occasional gratu- 
ities from persons calling at his 
home for licenses, and that he used 
his own judgment as to whether 
names of applicants should be 
given out. 

There was no law violation in 
this, he said, as the law only re- 
quired him to keep a record and 
was silent concerning publication 
at any time. However, Murphy in- 
sisted the number of licenses with- 
held from publication was not ex- 
tensive. Some instances where this 
was done, he added, were for school 
teachers fearing loss of their jobs 
and for young women who had 
been indiscreet. 

Edward Block, manager of Block 
Bros., operated by himself and his 
brother, George, told a reporter 
that their concern received no ad- 
vance information on licenses but 
obtained word of impending wed- 
dings by watching the engagement 
announcements in the newspapers.

106 More Lives Lost in Country in 
1986 Than During 1935. 
By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, March 18. — 
Grade crossing accidents cost 106 
more lives in the country during 
1936 than during 1935, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission report- 
ed today. It said 1786 persons were 
killed last year, compared with 1680 
the previous year. The figures on 
the number injured in the two years 
were 4930 and 4685, respectively.

ment infantrymen, charging insur- 


rent positions after exploding five 
mines under the Clinical Hospital, 


suffered heavy casualties today in 
the University City region on the 
Northwestern edge of Madrid. 

The blasts, by which the Govern- 
ment sought to drive barricaded in- 
surgents from their fortified out- 
posts, signaled a general assault 
under cover of an artillery bar- 


rage. 

As the fighting progressed, Ma- 
drid commanders received word of 
a new insurgent drive in Cordoba 
province near Pozoblanco. Govern- 
ment troops were seeking to prevent 
insurgent columns from reaching 
the rich mercury mines near Alma- 
den. 

Government planes raked the in- 
zurgent lines with machine gun fire 
and opposing columns clashed in 
hand-to-hand fighting. 

Big shells fell in Madrid, wound- 
ing several persons. 

The first crashes of artillery 
shells brought refugees in the Unit- 
ed States embassy from their beds 
at an early hour. They thought it 
was an air raid. 

Some of the shells fell around im- 
portant buildings along the Gran 
Via, a principal thoroughfare. Sev- 
eral structures were damaged, 

Artillery was active on the Gua- 
dalajara front, northeast of Madrid, 
after the Government had an- 
nounced it had effectively. stopped 
the insurgent advance. Govern- 
ment forces started an advance at 
dawn, pressing toward Hita, Bri- 
huega and Cifuentes.

Welcomed Near Tripoli by 2000 Arab Horse- 
men, Whose Chieftain Presents 
Sword to Him.

King Vittorio Emmanuel had sent 
him to the Italian Colony in North 
Africa, Mussolini said, to “learn 
your needs and legitimate desires.” 

He was welcomed at Bu Grara,

The 
chieftain drew an Islamic sword— 
a curved blade of fine steel with a 
gemi-studded hilt—and presented it 
to Mussolini. 

Accompanied by the horsemen, 
Mussolini, rode into Tripoli to the 
cheers of spectators massed along 
the way. 


Promise to Moslems. 


As he spoke inside the city, Mus- 
solini waved the sword above his 
head, promising the Moslems he 
would fulfill their desires of peace 
and prosperity “according to the 
wishes of your prophet.” 

The Arabs responded with wild 
shouts and beating drums while 
their sleek horses reared and 
neighed in the excitement. 

“I am a man of few promises,” 
Mussolini shouted, “but I keep.my 
promises. A new epoch is be- 
ginning in the history of Libya. 
You have proved your faithfulness 
to Italy by keeping the most per- 
fect order at a time in which Italy 
was engaged in a distant war, and 
thousands of volunteers gave their 


precious contribution to our vie- 
tory.” 

Mussolini said Italy desires to 
“demonstrate its sympathy for Mos- 
lems throughout the entire world.” 

Display by Military Forces.. 

Real shells burst as Italian colo- 
nials shower their military might to 
Mussolini in mimic warfare. All 
branches of the service, including 
the came] corps, participated in the 
display under command of Marshal 
Italo Balbo, Governor of Libya. 

Several flame-throwing tanks 
spurted streams of fire 80 feet as 
a shield for charging Italian and 
Libyan troops, who advanced un- 
der artillery fire and the cover of 
airplanes which dropped bombs and 
destroyed a temporary village. 

Mussolini made a public gesture 
of friendship toward his Jewish 
subjects and assured them of his 
protection here yesterday.

HOUSE AMENDS 
NEUTRALITY MEASURE 


Puts 2-Year Limit on Cash and 
Carry Provision for Shipping 
War Materials. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The 
House approved a two-year limit 
today on a provision in the McRey- 
nolds neutrality bill to put ship- 
ments of war materials to fighting 
nations on a cash and carry basis. 

By a voice vote, the House agreed 
to an amendment by Representa- 
tive Shanley (Dem.),. Connecticut, 
to make the provisions temporary. 
The amendment was expected to 
make it easier to adjust differences 
between the measure and the Pitt- 
man bill passed by the Senate. 

Earlier, the House rejected, 101 
to 74, another amendment to the 
bill which would have forbidden ex- 
ports of arms and ammunition in 
peacetime as well as during actual 
hostilities. 

The amendment was offered by 
Representative Fish of New York, 
ranking Republican on the Foreign 
Affairs Committee. 

“Why should we sell our muni- 
tions of war to nations preparing 
for war, for profit, greed and blood 
money?” Fish asked. 

“If we are sincere,” he shouted, 
“why don’t we stop selling muni- 
tions in time of peace as well as 
war. Otherwise we become the po- 
tential slaughter house of the 
world.” 

Chairman ‘McReynolds 
Foreign Relations Committee went 
itno the well of the noisy chamber 
to oppose the amendment, asserting 
he thought Fish was only after 
publicity. 

“The fact of it is,” he said heat-

HE proper relations between the Govern- 
ment of the United States and the govern- 
ments of the several states thereof depend 
entirely, in their legal aspects, on what pow- 
ers have been voluntarily ceded to the cen- 
tral Government by the states themselves. 
What these powers of government are is 
contained in our national Constitution either 
by direct language, by judicial interpreta- 
tion thereof during many years or by im- 
plication so plain as to have been recognized 
by the people generally. 

The United States Constitution has proved 
itself the most marvelously elastic compila- 
tion of rules of government ever — — 
Drawn up at a time when the population 
of this country was practically confined toa 
fringe along our Atlantic coast, combining 
into one nation for the first time scattered 
and feeble states, newly released from the 
autocratic control of the Govern- 
ment, its preparation involved innumerable 
compromises between the different common- 
wealths, , 

Vortynately for the stability of our natio 
it was already apparent that the vastness 
our territory presented geographical and cli- 
matic differences which gave to the states 
wide differences in the nature of their indus-

‘Dominant Force Was Cour- 
age,’ He Writes on 100th An- 
niversary,

NEW YORK, March 18—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today named cour- 
age as the dominant force in the 
life of Grover Cleveland, twice 
elected to the presidency. 

Adding his tribute to the mem- 
ory of Cleveland, the 100th anni- 
versary of whose birth was ob- 
served today with the unveiling of 
a bust in the Hall of Fame at New 
York University, Mr. Roosevelt said 
in a letter to Dr. John H. Finley, 
associate editor of the New York 
Times: 

“If we seek the elements in 
Grover Cleveland’s character which 
make him decade by decade a more 
commanding figure in the fight to 
perpetuate the honesty 
mocracy in our national life, we 
shall find that the dominant force 
in his life was courage. 

“Among the factors which had 
given form and pattern to his char- 
acter long before he became a na-

Two Forms ef Azaleas. 

The two forms of the flowers, 
all hybrids, are worth noting, the 
Indica of Chinese stock being the 
larger, somewhat like a loose-pet- 
aled rose, and the Kurume, or Ja- 
panese stock having funnel-shaped 
flowers. Semi-doubles of the Ku- 
rume variety have one flower 
tucked inside the other. Another 
feature of the flower is its long 
and brilliantly-colored pistil and 
stamen. 

Among the most attractive plants 
are Chri Star, a blood-red; 
Queen Elizabe a lavender; Pro- 
fessor Wolters, a pink, streaked red, 
with white-edged crinkly petals; 
Oswald de Kerchlore, a shell-pink; 
and Snow, a semi-double pure white. 

While nybridists of many coun- 
tries have added to the colors of 
the azaled, its home in the United 
States, by virtue of early culture 
and suitable climate, is the South. 
Missouri boasts of one native, 
Azalea Nudiflora, better known as 
the “flame azalea,” of the Ozarks, 
because of its orange-red flaring- 
petaled flowers. It blooms in May 
and June, depending on weather 
conditions. 

Azaleas from France. 

In Mobile, Ala., where gardens 
are noted for their azalea displays, 
the history of the flower dates as 
far back as the founding of the city 
by the French in 1711. 

Fifise Langlois, one of the early 
Southern culturists, came as a boy 
to Mobile, and grew to manhood 
in the newly established colony. In 
1754, returning from a visit from 
his grandparents in Toulouse, he 
brought back pink, purple-red, and 
white varieties. They had been car- 
tied to France from China. 

Langlois’ plants thrived and were 
propagated during the French peri- 
od and the following years of En- 
glish control. In 1770, when Mobile 
passed to control of Spain, the 
King’s treasurer transplanted from 
Langlois’ own original bushes to 
his own gardens. After the war of 
1812, American colonists settled in 
the city in large numbers and car- 
ried on the planting of azaleas.

Society of Savannah, Ga., by tele- 
phone from Warm Springs Founda- 
tion Administration Building here. 
The President said these Irish or- 
ganizations had lived up to the 
noble legend non sibi sed aliis.”

--and added: 

“That motto can well be the in- 


spiration of all of us—not for the 


fine purposes of charity alone, but 


also for our guidance in our public 


and private service. 5 
“Selfishness Greatest Danger.” 

“Selfishness ‘is without doubt the 
greatest danger that confrohts our 
beloved country today. Good ‘old 
St. Patrick was the epitome of un- 
selfishness. May we follow in his 
footsteps.” 

Praising the Irish for their “de- 
votion and steadfastness to the 
cause of liberty” and for their char- 
itable instincts, the chief executive 
said he had a particular tenderness 
for St. Patrick's day, for it was on 
that day in 1905 that his wedding 
to Anna Eleanor Roosevelt ‘took 
place in New York City to the ac- 
companiment of Fifth avenue bands 
playing “The Wearin’ of the Green.”

Originally Tribute to Ishtar or 


Eostre Whose Feast Was 
Held in Spring. 


In ancient Babylon, great feasts 


were held in the spring of the year | 


to honor the annual homecoming 
of “Ishtar, Queen of Heaven.“ Ish- 
tar, goddess of ail growing things 
and the personification of the evé- 


ning star. we know as Venus, Was 


worshipped by the women as the 


donor of beauty and all feminine 


virtues. Cakés made in her sup- 
posed image were eaten at her feast 
in the belief that those who par- 
took of. them would acquire her na- 


young daughter, “Bat up all of your 
Ishtar cake, Garling!” she was in- 


} dulging in the same wishful think- 


ing regarding curly hair, a clear 
skin, and a ly figure that is as- 
sociated in ern minds with 
spinach, carrots, and bread crusts 
only Ishtar cakes were easier to 
put over. 

The worship of Ishtar was never 
successfully stamped out by early 
Mosaic leaders. The prophet Jere- 
miah complained bitterly about the 
“heathen” practice as follows: 
“Seest thou not what they do in 
in the 
streets of Jerusalem? The children 
gather wood and the fathers kindle 
the fire and the women knead their 
dough to make cakes to the Queen 
of Heaven that they may pro- 


|| voke me to anger!” But, apparently, 


making cakes to the Queen of 
Heaven was such an attractive fam- 
ily rite that the Hebrews refused 
to give it up, for the making of 
Ishtar cakes continued far inte the 
Christian era. 

The name of the Teutonic god- 
dess of fertility Was Austro“ or 
“Bostre,” whose feast was held in 
Nordic lands in April. The name 
of this springtime goddess is so 
like “Ishtar” that it seems probable 
that both names had a common 
origin in unrecorded history. At 
any rate, the coming of spring was 
sq generally celebrated in the an- 
cient world that when the annual 
commemoration of Christ's resur- 
rection became an established cus- 
tom in early Christian churches, the 
old pagan name clung to the occa- 
sion. 


Universal and timeless, human re- 


joicing in the return of spring sun- 
shine and the rebirth of all growing 
things may well be recognized at 
modern Easter feasts by a symbolic 
“Sunshine Cake,” which we believe 
would delight even a Jeremiah. 
Sunshine Cake. 

Six egg yolks. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

Oné teaspoon vanilla extract. 

One-fourth teaspoon almond ex- 
tract.

more Cereal and getting them to eat 


more fruit. 

Everyone is familiar with the wel- 
come sight of raisins in the break- 
fast mush. The recommended pro- 
portions are one-half cup of raisins 
to every four servings of cereal. 
Rinse them and add during the last 
10 minutes of cooking. The other 
dried fruits are not so frequently 
added to the cereal, but they are 
none the less delicious. Add them 


‘ feooked and sweetened, according to 


taste, allowing the same amount as 
with the raisins. 

Recognizing .the popularity of 
fried mush for breakfast, some 
homemakers cook an additional 
amount of the fruited cereal and 
then pour what is left into a mold 
to be used a day or so later. A good 


way to fry it is to dip in-beaten egg 


to which a small amount of milk 
has been added, then roll slices in 
flour and fry in butter or deep fat. 

Another way of serving the fam- 
ily more fruit at breakfast is to 
make raisin waffles or raisin toast. 
You may also combine dishes of 
stewed fruit, thus making new fla- 
vor combinations. For example, 
prunes and apricots, prunes and 
peaches, prunes and pears, apricots 
and raisins, and peaches and rais- 
ins blend together well. Prune juice 
is recognized as an excellent break- 
fast starter. 

But the dried fruits have more to 
offer than mere good flavor, for 
they contain an abundance of nutri- 
tional values. They are a source of 
quick energy, easy to digest and 
outstandingly high in iron content.

Food Value of Cheese 
High Among Proteins 
Cooking Over Low Heat Tends to Retain All 


Digestible Qualities of 
This Item. 


“A rainy Faster, a cheese year!” 
is an old French adage. 

Whether or not there is any real 
connection between cheese and Las- 
ter this food makes an 
inte Lenten subject. Its place 
in the diet is with meat, fish and 
poultry, and it can be worked into 
a an appetizing and nutritious 


In 1935 we Americans produced 
310,478 tons of this dairy product, 
according to the figures of the Bu- 
reau of Agriculture Economics. But 
even so we have not yet become 
as great cheese eaters as are the 
Europeans.

As everyone knows, popular taste 
on this side the Atlantic rung to 
the mild rather than to the sharp 
cheeses. Production of what is 
called American cheese (really it’s a 
Cheddar) in 1935 amounted to three 
times the total of all the other 
cheese types combined. 

Cheddar Is American. 

When a shopper goes into a 
grocery store and orders some 
cheese and doesn’t designate any 
special kind, what he gets is Ched- 
dar cheese, most of which is made 
in Wisconsin. 

If this shopper pays less than 30 
cents a pound for it, he'll probably 
get a green cheese, one which has 
not been given much time to ripen, 
says H. L. Wilson, Cheddar cheese 
specialist in the Bureau of Dairy 


Industry. 

Much of our Cheddar, Mr. Wilson 
says, is put on the market when it’s 
only a few weeks old. It’s rubbery 
in texture, mild, with no distinctive 
flavor. But Cheddar-type cheese 
which has ripened eight months to 
@ year will have a nice, waxy body 
and a flavor which is still mild, but 
which has real character—the true 
Cheddar taste, due to the slow 
growth of a particular type of bac- 
teria present. And of course it will 
cost anywhere from 15 to 25 cents 
a pound more, because production 
costs have been higher. Moreover 
only properly handled cheeses made 
from the best milk will emerge 
triumphantly from this trying ripen- 

process. It’s the real test of a 
cheese's mettle—if it “can take it.” 

Dr. L. A. Rogers, chief of the 
dairy research laborateries, is the 
man responsible for the new. idea 
of putting this Cheddar cheese inte 
tin cans directly after it hag been 
made, to cure protected from molds, 
flies and dust. There's a tiny one- 
way valve on the top of the can to 
let the gases escape as they de- 
velop in the ripening cheese, with- 
out letting in any air. A Portland 
(Ore.) firm is already packing its 
cheese thus and others probably 
will follow, Customers like the 
idea, partly because there is no rind 
to cut off such cheese—no waste 
and also because in this way a fam- 
ily can have the cheese on hand 
and be assured of a n which

JEFFERSON CITY, March 18.— 
The State ‘bi-partisan , building 


board was accused by Senator Mc- 
Reynolds of Carthage today of hav- 
ing violated the law in the letting 
of many contracts under the $10,- 
000,000 program for reconstruction 
and rebuilding of State eleemosy- 
nary and penal institution build- 
ings. 

McReynolds, who represents Jas- 
per County, in which are large 
stone quarries, said to the Senate 
that Charles A. Haskins, supervis- 
ing architect, had specified in con- 
tracts the use of Indiana limestone. 
“That is a direct violation of the 
law,” Senator McReynolds said. “T 
know not the reason,” he added. 

The Senator spoke in explanation 
of a bill he introduced renewing 
the present law specifying that 
Missouri materials should be used 
in construction of Missouri build- 
ings when they were available in 
suitable quantities and could be 
purchased at a fair marketable 
price, and added a strong provision 
that any contract let in violation 
of that provision should be void. 
The State Auditor and Treasurer 
would be prohibited under the bill 
from auditing and paying the ac- 
counts. 

Alieges Two Violations. 

McReynolds said that the bi- 
partisan board had violated two 
provisions of the present law, one 


requiring that contracts be let to 


the lowest and best bidders, and 
the other specifying that Missouri 
materials be given the preference. 

“The board is selling Missouri in- 
dustry -down= the river,” he said, 
“and again. I say I know not the 
reason. Mr. Haskins makes his rec- 
ommendations and the board adopts 
them.” 

“When the contract was let for 
the building at Mount Vernon to be 
constructed of Indiana stone, I went 
before the board and protested,” 
McReynolds said. “I told them that 
it was unfair to ship stone across 
two states and to our very door- 
step when the statute specifically 
provides that they should use Mis- 
souri stone if it was suitable.” 

Outlining the procedure in let- 
ting the contract for a building at 
the State penitentiary, McRey- 
nolds said that under alternative 
bids, the board had let to the Boyle- 
Pryor Construction Co. of Kansas 
City, which has had many State 
road and building contracts, the 
construction work at a cost of $2,- 
003,000 on the alternative providing 
for the use of Indiana stone, in- 
stead of accepting another alterna- 
tive, under which Missouri stone 
would have been used, and under 
which the cost would have been 31. 
999,000. 

Two Letters Cited. 

“The only excuses given for this 
procedure,” the Senator said, “is to 
be found in two letters, almost 
identical in language, one from Col. 
George D. Bryant and the other 
from Paul D. Renz, both express- 
ing the wish that the contracts be 
let to one contractor instead of two 
as a matter of convenience to the 
Penal Board handling the prison 
situation. ä 

“The bi-partisan board is now rec- 
ommending that the request of the 
prison board be recognized and the 
contracts let as above outlined, If 
this policy is followed it will result 
in a double violation of the statute. 
First, it will result in a refusal to 
let the contract to the lowest and 
best bidder, and second, in a refusal 
to use Missouri ‘material where it 
should be used.”

The Pope. called on Christian em- 
ployers to combat Communism by 
recognizing “the inalienable rights.

He urged priests to stand 
against Communism and he ex- 
horted lukewarm Catholics every- 
where to renew the active practice 
of their faith. He pleaded with all 
Christian states to prevent “the 
ravages of the anti-God campaign” 
within their boundaries. 

The encyclical begins by pointing 
out the serious danger to which all 
nations are exposed by the inroads 
of Communism. 3 

After recalling how his predeces- 
sors and he, himself, had more than 
once called the attention of the 
world to this danger, the Pope as- 
serts the need of a new, sol- 
emn document. It continues: 

“Therefore, we believe it to be 
our duty to raise our voice once 
more in a still more solemn, missive 
in accordance with the tradition of 
this Apostolic See, the teacher . of 
truth, and in accordance with the 
desire of the whole Catholic world 
which makes the appearance of 
such a document natural. 

“We trust that the echo of our 
voice will reach every mind free 
from prejudice and every heart sin- 
cerely desirous of the good of man- 
kind. 

“We wish this still more because 
our words now are revealing sorry 
confirmation from the spectacle of 
bitter proof of subversive ideas 
which we foresaw and foretold, and 
which are multiplying fearfully in 
countries already stricken, or 
threatening every other country of 
the world. 

Materialism, Marx, Bolshevism. 

“The doctrine of Communism was 
founded on the principles of dialec- 
tical and historical materialism pre- 
viously advocated by Marx and, of 
which, the theoreticians of Bolshe- 
vism tried to prevent the only gen- 
uine interpretation. 

“According to this doctrine there 
is in the world only one reality, 
matter, prime forces which evolve 
into plant, animal and man. 

“Even human society is nothing 
but phenomena and a form of mat- 
ter evolving in the same way. By 
the law of inexorable necessities 
and through perpetual conflict of 
forces, matter moves toward the 
final synthesis of classless society. 

“In such a doctrine, as is evident, 
there is no room for the idea of 
God; there is no difference between. 
matter and spirit, between soul and 
body; there is neither the survival 
of the soul after death nor any hope 
of a future life. 

“Thus, man’s liberty is destroyed: 
Every right of the human person 
is denied. Man becomes, as it were, 
a mere cog in the collectivist ma- 
chinery which alone has unlimited 
control over ‘the lives of men. All 
hierarchy of authority is nullified. 

“The dignity of the indissolubil- 
ity of marriage is set aside. The 
family is profaned. The woman is 
torn from her home and from the 
care of her children. Religion is 
dubbed the opiate of a people, as- 
sailed with any weapon at hand. 
The very idea of God is rejected 
and condemned. 

“System of Errors and Sophism.” 
“Communism therefore is a sys- 
tem full of errors and sophism. It 
is in opposition to both reason and 
divine revelation. 

“It is subversive to the social or- 
der because it means the destruc’ 
tion of its foundations; because it 
ignores the true origin and purpose 
of the state; and because it denies. 
the right, dignity and liberty of hu- 
man personality.”

When children are of the age 
where they reason a little, when 
there are questions that they can 
safely settle for themselves, it is 
best to let them accept the respon- 
sibility for themselves and accept 
the fact that perhaps we do not 
know just what they ought. to do. 
For example, the weather and the 
clothes it demands. Some people 
are very certain that they are 
weather wise and announce with de- 
cision fitting their convictions, “It 
is going to be a very cool day. Take 
your topcoat and your sweater.” 
Then the sun comes out and gets 
hotter and hotter and the sweater 
and the coat get heavier and heav- 
ier, and their owner thinks harsh 
things about the person who knew 
and could not be told otherwise. 


The children’s choice of lifework 
is another question, far beyond the 
weather conditions in importance, 
but which many people decide in 
the same spirit. “There is a lot of 
money in the law.

Some teachers and parents are 
alarmed at the idea of telling a 
child that they do not know the 
answer to his question. There is no 
need for that feeling. No child loses 
respect for one who. answers him 
honestly, but he instantly loses all 
respect for him when he finds him 
pretending to know when he does 
not know. Nobody can be all-wise. 
The encyclopedias are compiled by 
many fine minds, not one. The wis- 
dom of the world is a combined 
wisdom, not that of any single 
mind. The strength of the world is

SINGAPORE, March 17. 

FEW Oriental notes. When I

Forgetful of 
the lady’s presence, I said, “You go 
to hell.“ And, quite good-naturedly, 
he replied, “Sure! You also go to 
hell.” : 
The lady walked off rather stif- 
fly. This was not proper badinage 
for a clergyman’s daughter. After 
she had gone I unleashed a bunch 
of my profane vocabulary. The Ma- 
lay said, O. K. Chuck sixpence.” 
I’ve thrown away plenty of money 
in my life, but nothing as hope- 
lessly wanton as those two cents 
which now lie at the bottom of 
Malacca Strait. But it was a tok- 
en of prosperity. 

Malaya is making money. The 
rubber and tin industries are boom- 
ing. The nice white suits that I 
bought for $2.50 are now costing $4. 
All prices have gone up. But what 
will always rankle with me is that 
this nautical bum wouldn’t dive for 
a penny.

INGAPORE is terribly English.
